To the modern student of -uman affairs no- 
thing cau bo’ more instorosting or significant 
thoh'the remarkable revolution now going on in 
Japanese society, Though o process of evolution 
either violent’ nor obtrasive, it'ia neverthotess 
fascinating, far-reaching, sud effective.
